under liny ein uiii-ttinces, and that they 
Were cranky in m iny other n'sp^cts. \ 
reporter invctiitiited ihi m:;tier and f iiind 
tliat not only were the rei>ons true, but 

thatdise even wore than it bad been re« 

luted. 

The family consisto of the firlier and 
mother and si'vcn cliildren. They resiile 
in a neat and ordinary looking cottage, 
which is somewhat isolated from its neigh- 
bors, being on a cross street ss yet bat 
sparselv built up. In this house the man 
and wife have llvwl alone for nearly ten 
venoi, and all their ciiildren have heen 
born here. .More than that, tliey have 
never Ik'cu ]>erinitted to sic the outside 
world at all, and neit !ier parents nor chil- 
dren have ever stirred outside of the 
hoii.si' except at night, when they iM'casion- 
«lly walk out in the dark of the moon. They 
have de^di steadily for ten yean with one 
gro(>er, who fiirni-^licH their supply of meat 
and fuel ss well as of provisions, and it 
was from him that a pointer wss ootained 
under i)rt>iniee of secrecy. Ue sends the 
siipplie-s up in the evening, snd they are 
taken in through a window in the renr of 
the bouse, so that he has never seen any of 
the family. The hill is paid regularly 
once a mi-nth, and tioTe seems to be no 
lack of money to -npp .rt tlie family, Who 
never kick ahont any oil!-.. 

.Viiother curious f:eik of this curious 
f iiniiy is thut tiiey k ep a cotlin in the 
boii-e for each member ot the family, and 
order a new one n» oiu n as it is incrva.sed 
in number. Tlutse cotAns are procured 
from some point in tlic East, and are ail of 
the shM for adtilta, so that they will he 
large enough whether tlie owner dies at an 
earlv age or at mntiirity. They are stored 
in ilie attic of tin; cotiHge, and are kept 

ready for use at nil limes. 

The pliysielan who has attended the 
family at lu^;e^^sary neriod- bus done so 
regularly ever since tliev hvgaii thi- curi- 
ous life in Omaha, lie has never seen 
one of them, though he iuui ushered all the 
cliildn n into tlia world. He is aa mueh 
m^.stiliud as anv oiici, but us he always re* 
oeives a fee of $-.^> in gold for each vlidt, 
however trilling the ailment, he is well 
sutiafied to keep mum. The doors and
